HEPBURN’S SON 1S KILLED IN A DUBL 


Member of the Iowa Congressman’s 
Family Plays a Practical Joke 
and a Pistol Fight Follows. 


Chester, Ark., Sept. 15.—jSpecial.]—Frank 
Hepburn, son of Congressman Hepburn of 
the Eighth Iowa District, was killed here 
yesterday in aduel with W.E.Sims. The lat- 
ter is a saloonkeeper, while Hepburn was 
an engineer on the ’Frisco railway. 

,Sims was asleep and through mischievous- 
ness Hepburn cut the sleeping man’s shoe- 
strings and removed his shoes. This 
aroused Sims and he arose in great anger 
and asserted his willingness to whip the 
man who performed the act. Hepburn im- 
mediately .acknowledged to having played 
the joke, whereupon Sims made for him and 
stabbed Hepburn in the side with a pocket- 
knife. 

Hepburn had no idea that Sims was in 
anger until’he assaulted him, and when he 
discovered the fact he remarked to Sims that 
if that was what he wanted just to go after 
his pistol and he would dothe same. They 
would then ‘“ have the matter out in the 
right way.”’ 

Both men went to their respective board- 
ing-houses, secured their pistols, and upon 
sight both men began firing, Hepburn sink- 
ing after Sims’ second shot and dying two 
hours later. _ 


FREE SILYER DRIVES A MAN TO DEATH 


Oklahoma Minister, Claiming to He a 
Relative of Marshall Field, 
Takes His Own Life. 


Guthrie, Ok., Sept. 15.—[Special.]—The 
Rev. A. J. A. Field, a Methodist minister, 
and reported to be a relative of Marshall 
Field of Chicago, committed suicide here 
today by cutting his throat. 

Mr. Field made three attempts to kill 
himself yesterday, all of which were frus- 
trated by neighbors. He went to bed last 
night in a rational condition and was seem- 
ingly in sound mental health when he got 
up this morning. About 10 o’clock he wan- 
dered away and was found shortly after- 
ward with his throat cut. 

For some time past Mr. Field had taken 
an active interest in politics and had made 
a number of silver speeches. Recently he 
created a sensation in the Populist County 
convention by rushing into the hall and 
declaring that the proceedings should. go 
no further until he had invoked divine 
blessings. The Chairman gave assent and 
Field delivered a religio-palitical speech, 
declaring for the “‘ free and unlimited salva- 
tion of silver.”’ 

Outside of politics he talked rationally 
and his mind did not seem affected. 


TIRED OF LIFE, MUELLER SEEKS DEATH 


Despondent from Long Enforced Idle- 
ness, He Probably Fatally Shoots 
Himeelf in Lincoln Park, 


Gustav Mueller, No. 142 Bissell street, shot 
himself in the left breast last evening in 
Lincoln Park, near Wrightwood avenue. 
He was removed to Alexian Brothers’ Hos- 
pital, and wili probably die. 

According to a ‘etter found in his pocket, 
addressed to Michael Fogle, No. 255 Black- 
hawk street, he had been wandering about 
the park for nearly twenty-four hours, try= 
ing to make up his mind to kill himself.

Numerous consultations have been held 
and the conclusion reached was that she was 
dangerously ill and might have another 
stroke at any time and die ina few minutes, 
but that her strength was remarkable, and 
she had yesterday been cohscious for a mo- 
ment or two, and therefore there were good 
hopes that she may outlive this attack. It 
it feared, however, that even if her life is 
spared her brilliant career as a journalist 
may be closed. 

Mrs. Sullivan is the wife of Alexander Sul-

She came to Chicago when,_16 
years old, and has been engaged in news- 
paper work of one kind or another ever 
since.

BABCOCK FORESEES GREAT VICTORY 


Significance eof the Result in Maine 
This Year and in 1894. 
Washington, D. C., Sept. 15.—Chairman 
Babcock of the Republican Congressional 

Campaign committee said today: 

‘The result of the election in Maine will 
be: of very great value to all business and 
financial interests at this time. 
store confidence in financial circles and not 
only in this county, but throughout the 
world.4 We looked for a large majority in 
Maine, but hardly expected it to equal the 
plurality given in 1894, when so many Déemo- 
crats refused to vote; but it has exceeded 
that plurality by about 30 per cent and no 
one can for a moment doubt that this vote 
in Maine indicates the sentiment of the great 
Northwestern States.

UNCLE SAM'S IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


Bureau of Statistics Issues a Statement 
Showing the Condition of Our 
Foreign Trade. 


Washington, .D. C., Sept. 15.—The com- 
parative statement of the imports and ex- 
ports of merchandise and gold and silver 
during last August. and for the eight months 
ending Aug. 31 last, which was issued by the 
Bureau of Statistics today, is as follows: 

Domestic merchandise exported during 
August, 1896, $66,732,453: August, 1895, $54,- 
$21,159; for the last eight months, $567,259,- 
407; for the same period in 1805, $489,360,551. 

Imports of merchandise during August, 

$40,458,325, of which $20,644,871 was free of 
duty. Imports during August, 1805, $71,111,- 
043, of which about one-half was free of 
duty; imports during the last eight months, 
$471,222,434, of which $214,263.671 was duty 
free; for the same period in 1895 the total 
‘Was $535,737,819, of which $254,469,427 was 
tree of duty. 
_ The gold exports during August amounted 
to $1,972,544, as compared with $16,667,261 
during August, 185. For the last eight 
months the exports of gold amounted to 
$50,511,811, which is almost the exact figure 
the same period in 1895. Gold 
imports during last August aggre- 
gated $4,045, S85, as compared with 
$1,534,086 for the same morth last year, 
I’or the last eight months the imports of 
gold exceeded those for the same period in 
185 by about $2,650,000. The silver cbin and 
bullion exported during August amounted 
to $5,301,434 and the imports $929,422. Dur- 
ing August, 1895, the exports amounted to 
$4,555,698 and the imports $1,114,677. Dur- 
ing the last eight months silver exports 
amounted to $40,032,418 and the imports $7,- 
712,59. During the same period in 1895 the 
exports aggregated $33,265,216 and the im- 
ports 66,199,471. 

Today’s statement of the condition of the 
Treasury shows: 

Availablé cash balance, $242,314,017; gold 
reserve, $114,217,128. 

New York, Sept. 15.—The Bank of Mon- 
treal has deposited $500,000 and the Ameri- 
can Exchange National Bank $100,000 at the 
Subtréasury in exchange for greenbacks. 

L.cndon, Sept. 15.—Apart from the with- 
drawal from the Bank of England of £74,000 
($370,000) in gold for the United States today, 
a leading broker bought £25,000 ($125,000) 
in the open market.

HINRICHSEN GETS RID OF HESS. 


Withdrawal of “Buck’s” Populist 
Opponent for Congress Secured. 

Springfield, Ill., Sept. 15.—jSpecial.]—Sec- 
retary of State Hinrichsen has succeeded 
finally in securing the withdrawal of Jacob 
LD. Hess, the Populist nominec for Congress 
in the Sixteenth District, and of E. R. Ad- 
dlemann, the nominee of the same party for 
member of the State Board of Equalization, 
but declines to make public the terms of the 
deal. Hinrichsen today filed their with- 
drawals with himsclf as Secretary of State. 

When the Populists of the Sixteenth Dis- 
trict held their convention at Jacksonville 
the friends of Hinrichsen, who has the Pop- 
ocratic nomination for Congress in that dis- 
trict, attempted to secure his indorsement, 
but the delegates declined to be handled for 
Mr. Hinrichsen’s personal benetit. Hin- 
richsen received but three votes in the con- 
vention, and Hess was nomirated on the 
supposition that he could be depended upon 
to stay in the race. The action of Hess in 
withdrawing will undoubtedly raise a ruc- 
tion among the straight Populists of the dis- 
trict and {is likely to result in the holding of 
another convention and the nomination of 
a candidate who w'll not succumb so readily

QUINCY HERALD REPUDIATES BRYAN 


Says No Democrat Can Hesitate Be- 
tween Palmer and Bryan. 

Quincy, 11L,Sept. 15.—(Special.]—The Quincy 
Herald, the oldest and most influential paper 
in this section of the State, which has been 
supporting Bryan and Sewall, comes out in 
a two column editorial this evening repudiat- 
ing Bryan and silver and pledging support 
to Palmer, and Buckner.

MAYOR SIGNS LAKE-PRONT ORDINANCE. 


Stipulates the Location of Columbian 
Museum, Which Is Not Deemed Pro-

Mayor Swift vesterday morning returned 
to the City Clerk with his signature the 
ordinance turning over to the South Park 
Board Jackson street and the Lake-Front 
Park. The Mayor approved the measure 
with the understanding that the Field Co- 
lumbian Museum is to be located at the foot 
of Congress street. It was asserted yester- 
day that the amendment of the Mayor was 
not valid, as he had not returned the ordi- 
nance within the prescribed time as required 
by. law. 

President Ellsworth and Attorney Mann of 
the South Park Board had a conference with 
the Mayor Monday afternoon in regard to the 
matter. They said the park board was will- 


' ing to accept the gift, but objected to the 
. Mayor’s amendment definitely locating the 


site of the muscum. They also desired one 
year’s time in which to accept the measure. 
They agreed, however, to let the ordinance 
go through as amended and then have sev- 
eral new amendments presented to the Coun- 
cil later in accordance with their views. 

The Mayor 'ooked with favor upon this 
plan and will support the proposed amend- 
ments, which will be offered by the park 
board. , 

Judge Brentano’s decision in the A. Mont- 
gomery Ward case, whether sustained in the 
upper courts or not, will have no influence 
on the South Park Commissioners in their 
decision in regard to accepting the Lake- 
Front ordinance. 

Mayor Swift said yesterday he could not 
see What bearing the decision had on the or- 
dinance. South Park Commissioner William 
Best said he had the same opinion, South

SALOON LICENSE FEES COME SLOWLY. 


Only 2,000 of the 6,500 Proprietors 
Have Made Payments on the 
Second Period. 


Notwithstanding the fact that the time 
for payment on the second period of saloon 
licenses is half over only 2,000 of the 6,50u 
saloonkeepers in the city have paid their 
license fees. The term of the second period 
began Sept. 1. Thirty days is always given 
the saloonkeepers to pay up, but this year 
the payments are being made more slowly 
than usual.

| BRYAN BRAVES THE RAIN] 


MAKES SEVERAL SPEECHES 
SPITE THE ELEMENTS, 


Big Crowds Greet Him at Frankfort 
and Lexington—Is the Guest of 
Senator Blackburn at Versailles— 
Impressive Parade of Horsemen at 
Lexington—Their Mottoes Furnish 
Him with Texts—Says It Is Danger- 
ous to Call the People Anarchists. 


’ 


Lexington, Ky., Sept. 15.—The pilgrimage 
of the, Democratic nominee for the Presi- 
dency was continued through Kentucky at 
7:45 o’clock this morning. The same special 
‘car used yesterday was taken. There was 


»>no demonstration of any kind when Mr. 


Bryan left Louisville. On board the train 
were reception committees from Eminence 
and Frankfort, and at every place other re- 
ception committees came aSoard to welcome 
the nominee to their towns. 

There were short stops made at Anchor- 
age, Beards, and Peewe Valley, where the 
candidate shook hands with those gathered 
about the train. The first speech made from 
the platform of the car was at Lagrange, 
and in it Mr. Bryan asked the peeple to take 
the interest in the campaign which its im- 
portance justified.. He told the people he had 
found out that his. visit was unnecessary, 
as the silver sentiment predominated before 
his coming. He was ioudly cheered by the 
7VO people present. 
| After leaving Lagrange Engineer Ben 
Schulte of the Louisville and Nashville train 
gave Mr. Bryan one of the fastest rides he 
has had in his entire campaign, sending his 
train along at a trifle over sixty miles an 
hour. 

At Eminence it had started to rain, but 
1,000 of the citizens of Henry County had 
flocked about a little speaker’s stand, to 
which Mr. Bryan was taken. Here he gave 
a ten-minute speech, devoting himself for the 
greater part to answering the statement. 
made by his opponents that in consequence 
of the greater production of silver than of 
gold the white metal had depreciated and 
would depreciate in value. He admitted that 
the production of silver had been three times 
as great in the last twenty years, but, he 
said, tnat in the last five years thé pro- 
duction of gold had increased more rapidly 
than the production of silver, and that the 
gold price of silver bullion had fallen more 
than at any other time.., ' 


Talks in the Rain at Frankfort. 


The rain was still falling when the train 
pulled into the little hamlet of Bagdad, and 
but a small crowd dared the storm to look 
at the candidate. 

The rain was falling in torrents when the 
train pulled into Frankfort, and Mr. Bryan 
was conducted to the platform in the court- 
house square under an umbrella. Mr. 
Bryan, among other things, said: 

‘**I am in hearty accord with the declara- 
tions contained in the Chicago platform. 
I have been reared in that school of Democ- 
racy which taught that the officer who for 
a short time exercised the authority con- 
ferred by law was but the servant of those 
for whom he labored and that they have a 
right to prescribe his course of conduct.” 

Mr. Bryan eulogized Senator Blackburn 
as one always in the front of every fight for 
the people. 

At Midway the party left its special car 
for another on the Cincinnati Southern rail- 
way, and made the short trip to Versailles 
in the latter. It was raining hard when 
Midway was reached, but quite a crowd was 
gathered there. The people wanted a speech 
and made frequent importunities, but Mr. 
Bryan decided that the atmosphere was too 
damp for talking. ' 

At Versailles Mr. Bryan was met at the 
station by a band and a number of horse- 
men, who escorted him to the residence of 
Senator Blackburn. On the way he made a 
short speech from a ‘stand erected in the 
center of the principal street. It was rain- 
ing. all the time he spoke, but he held his 
hh) auditors. A large party was entertained 
at Senator Blackburn’s residence. Open 
house was kept and everybody was asked 
inside. At 1:30 Mr. Bryan, Senator Black- 
burn, and the others of the Versailles party 
returned to the special train and proceeded 
to Lexington, where they arrived at 2 p. m. 


Reception at Lexington. 


The greatest reception tendered Mr. Bryan 
in the South was at Lexington, where he ad- 
dressed a great crowd of people at the fair 
grounds. A unique procession passed before 
him as he was on the speaker’s stand. The 
farmers of the surrounding counties came 
into Lexington early this morning on horses. 
While Mr. Bryan was addressing the audi- 
ence the horsemen were seen entering the 
gates of the fair grounds, riding in double 
file, and.carrying appropriate Democratic 
campaign banners. It took twenty-five 
minutes for the horsemen to file past tne 
nominee, and every one of these tried to 
outdo his neighbor in yelling and cheering. 

Mr. Bryan was introduced to the audience 
by C. J. Bronston, State Senator and candi- 
date for Congress, and he spoke in part as 
follows: 

‘**Ladies and Gentlemen—I think that in 
a moment I can make myself heard as soon 
,as my throat, perchance, clears, It gives 
me great pleasure to meet the people of this 
far-famed ‘section, and I desire to express 
my appreciation of the kindness af this club 
—the first, or at least one of the first Bryan 
clubs organized in the United States—for 
this beautiful silver badge which they have 
presented me, and to the other clubs for 
their silver badges also. They shall be car- 
ried to my home and preserved. Whether 
elected or defeated they shall serve as con- 
tinual reminders of the hospitality which 
you have extended to me since I entered 
‘this State. 

Fixed Policy Is Desirable. 

**No question which concerns ‘politics, ex- 
cept the question of government itself, can 
surpass the money question as itis presented 
to the American people at this time. 

‘** It is desirable that there should bea fixed 
and permanent financial policy, but for 
more than twenty years* the American peo- 
ple have been seeking to restore a financial 
policy which existed from the foundation of 
the government and the support of 
every prominent statesman of all 
parties until 1873. It was changed 
without the American people’s con- 
sent. Ever since that unfortunhte hour the 
American people have been seeking to rein- 
state the law that was at that time removed 
from the statute books. Sometimes they 
have passed through the Lower House a bill 
to open our mints. Sometimes they have 
passed that bill through the Senate, but 
heretofore they have not succeeded in pass- 
ing that bill through the House and Senate 
at the same Congress. We have been com- 
pelled time and time again to compromise, 
and then we have fotind that our enemies, 
when they have forced upon us a compro- 
mise, have commenced the next day to un- 
dermine that which they compelled us to ac- 
cept. When the people succeeded in passing 
through one House a bill for the free coinage 
of silver the other House insisted upon an 
amendment that resulted in what was known 
as the Bland act of fs738. 


Bland Bill Gave Relief. 


‘It gives some relief to the people. It 
gave to them a short respite from the in- 
creased depression that has been forced 
upon them by vicious legislation, but no 
soorer was that law passed, and, remember 
that even that law was passed over the 
President’s veto, and no sooner had it passed 
than the enemies of free coinage who had 
compelled its adoption, began to work se- 
cretly for its repeal. . 

‘*Then when the silver sentiment had 
grown until in February, 1890, there were 
prospects of the"passage of a free coinage 
law, our friends again forced a compromise 
and submitted the Sherman law for the 
free coinage of silver, and no sooner wasthe 
Sherman law passed than our opponents be- 
gantotry tosecureitsrepeal. Senator Sher- 
man, in his book recently published, known 
as * John Sherman’s Recollections,’ express- 
ly states that he secured and favored that 
bill in order to prevent the passage of a free 
coinage law, and that he was ready to vote 
for its repeal the next day if that repeal 
could be secured without substituting free 
coinage. 

‘“*I call your attention to these facts to 
show you that during all these years, in- 
stead of meeting open and frank and candid 
enemies, we have had to fight those who 
under the guise of being friends of free coin- 
age, the friends of bimetallism, have by 
stealth sought to fasten the gold standard 
upon the American people. 

Direct Issue This Year. 


“We have in this campaign, for the first 
time, been able to secure a direct issue. 
Heretofore the same influences have con- 
trolled the conventions in the Democratic 
and Republican parties. Heretofore the 
same influences have written both plat- 
forms, .nominated, both candidates, and 
then the advocates of the gold standard have 
been able to sit back and say they are both 
good men. During all these years the ad- 
vocates of the gold standard have been able 
to keep the fight between the two great 


| parties upon some other issue, while they 
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“im both parties have sought to advance, after 
oo election, the gold standard a little fur- 
er. : : 

“ They tried it this year. They went to St. 
Louis and wrote the platform of the Re- 
publican party. Did they say in that plat- 
form that the gold standard was a good 
thing? O, no, my friends. They adopted a 
platform which pledged the Republican 
party to get rid of the gold standard and to 
Substitute bimetallism. When? When 
leading nations help us to do it. | 

“ Having done that, the same influences 
that’ dominated the St. Louis convention 
went to Chicago and attempted the old 
game. They attempted to write a money 
plank of the Democratic platform that could 
not have been distinguished from the Repub- 
lican plank, even with the aid of a micro- 
scope. 


Majority Took Control. 


“The majority ruled at Chicago and wrote 
the platform that was Democratic.. For once 
the convention took strong, open, un- 
equivocal grounds in favor of the imme- 
\diate restoration of free coinage at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, and what was the result? 
Why, four months ago the Republicans 
thought all they had to do was to nominate 
their candidate and election was sure, but 
just as soon as the Chicago platform was 
written, as soon as the Democratic party 
appealed to the hearts and consciences of 
the people, then hope of the Republican 
party was changed to despondency and to 
a anh 

ere the procession began to pass by: the 
stand and Mr. Bryan was interrupted for 
twenty-five minutes. When it had passed 
he continued: 

“ Fellow-citizens, I have been interrupte 
in the midst of speeches before, but I ib go 
to you'that of all this is-the most pleasant 
interruption of which I have recollection. 
I, shall'‘remember this speech which was cut 
in two by the most remarkable parade which 
it has ever been my good fortune to witness, 
And they boré, they bore banners which 
present mottoes which make any further 
speaking unnecessary. I saw one motto: 

Our barns are full, but our pockets are 
empty,’ and in that sentence is epitomized 
twenty years of farming history. 


Load Grows Harder. 


“Nature smiles upon your husbandry, 
your soil gives forth in rich profusion, but 
according to the experience of the farmer 
with all that he can do with his industry, 
with his economy, with all his. patient toil, 
he finds that the load of the- ‘American 
farm grows harder every year. In olden 
times; under the rule of those who waved 
and sWept the saber, as they said, by right 
divine, complaint was answered with the 
lash, but now the just complaint of the toil- 
ing millions of the United States is answered 
by charges that they are Anarchists and So- 
clalists. 

“There is one unfortunate thing in con-' 
nection with the word Anarchist, as applied 
to those who are banded together to restore 
the money of the Constitution. Anarchy is 
a thing not to be considered in a land like 
this; anarchy can havé no home among the 
people who have the ballot to right their 
wrongs. And the unfortunate thing about 
this campaign is that when the name 
Anarchists is applied to the bone and muscle 
of this country by -men who are doing more 
to overthrow our government’ than any 
Anarchist who ever carried a red flag—I say 
that when this word Anarchist is applied 
to the toiling millions by men who seek with- 
out toil to usurp the fruits and reapfthe re- 
wards of those who toil, the danger is that 
it will make the name respectable because 
of its association. 


All Trust the Common People. 


“There is not a syndicate that has preyed 
upon the public that would not.rather try 
its case against another syndicate before 
“the common people of this country than 
before a jury made up of a syndicate. 

‘** There was one motto that impressed me 
more deeply than any other motto, and I 
want you to carry that motto home with you 
when you leave this place and bear it upon 
your memories every day, so that you can 
read it when you rise up and again when 
you go to bed, so that it will be a part of 
your political life. It is a short motto and 
contains but few letters. It was ‘ Wemean 
business.° I want you to show that you 
know what that motto means. 

‘*T wish,that I had time to talk to youand 
strength to shake hands with each of you. 
I have not. 1 know that you will do here 
what they have done elsewhere. Every one 
of you will shake me by the hand and then 
tell me for heaven’s sake to stop shaking 
hands before I am worn out. 

‘“‘ Now, if I had the time and the strength 
J would shake hands with every one of you, 
and I would shake hands with a few of you

After nine héurs of wrangling and disorder 
so pronounced that Sergeants-at-Arms were 
wholly unable to cope with the situation and 
called policemen in on three different oc- 
casions to quell disturbances, the Lllinois 
middle-of-the-road Peoples’ party nominated 
the foregoing ticket at midnight in Uhlich’s 
Hail. It evaded a nomination for Governor, 
leaving the head of the ticket blank. The 
Lieutenant-Governorship went to Henry D. 
Lioyd, who had been slated for Governor. 

‘ This: action by the convention Is consid- 
ered-to be an indorsement of Popocrat Alt- 
geld for Governor and to that extent the 
middle-of-the-road Populfsts are guilty of 
the thing they are reputed to abhor—fusion. 

The convention began at 8 p. m. and lasted 
untjl midnight. The sailing was smooth 
until nominations for the two higher offices 
were declared in order. Then the war broke 
out, and frequently for half an hour ata time 
it was impossible to transact any business. 
Delegates conducted themselves in the most 
boisterous manner, some of them mounting 
the platform and shaking their fists in the 
Chairman’s face and dozens speaking simul- 
taneously in different parts of the hall. 

Beginning -of Trouble. 

Trouble was not precipitated in a violent 
way until Temporary Secretary Nolan 
charged the delegates with having prepared 
a slate, which he announced his intention of 
breaking if possible. He*wanted Lloyd for 
Governor and Fenton for Lientenant-Gov- 
ernor. : 

Seymour Steadman led the Altgeld forces, 
and there were a goodly number of them in 
the hall. A. B. Adair, who was not a dele- 
gate, was given the privilege of addressing 
the convention, and made a plea for Bryan 
and Altgeld. } 

Henry Larsen and “ Bill” | Hogan were 
violent in their opposition to the Popocratic 
Governor, and urged the delegates, as hon- 
est men, not to deal with corruptones. Alt- 

eld, they insisted, was no friend of the Peo- 
ple’s party. - ' 

When it became evident no headway could 
be made, Clark Erwin, who nominated Fen- 
ton, withdrew his candidate, and a vote was 
taken on Lloyd’s nomination, It resulted 88 
to 55. When it was announced Delegate 
J. W. Hill charged men had voted who were 
not delegates and great confusion followed 
the charge. This was one of the occasions 
when the police were called in to eject a 
disorderly delegate. 3 

‘*In the interests of harmony,” as he put 
it, Delegate William Ralph moved the nomi- 
nation for Governor be left vacant, and this 
was finally done. 


Convention Called to Order. 


F. J. Schulte called the convention to order 
at 3 o’clock, and he was made Temporary 
Chairman by acclamation, with William,A. 
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HENRY D. LLOYD. 


Hopp of La Salle County, as Secretary. 
Practically no work was done during the 
afternoon beyond the appointment of a Com-* 
mittee on Rules and Order of Business and 
another on Resolutions. 

The report they brought into the tem- 
porary organization provided for the nom- 
ination of a ticket, beginhing at the tailgand 
working up toward the head. This Waf the 
cause of considerable acrimonious debate, 
there being an element present who wanted 
to begin at the head, but the friends of the 
report soon maée it plain that if any other 
course were pursued,the convention would 
be in session indefinitely, as the principal 
fight would be on the nomination of Gov- 
ernor, and after all the other nominations 
were out of the way the convention would 
have a clearer field in which to fight the 
main issue. When these questions were 
made clear the report of the committee was 
adopted. ‘

After the appointment a recess was taken

Evening Session Begins. 


It was almost 7:30 before the evening ses- 
sion was called to order. Among’ those who 
were invited to the platform were Paul Van 
Dervoort, L. D. Reynolds, ex-Judge Russell, 
J. 8. Kirkpatrick, and William Hogan of 
Utah. | 

The first thing, the convention did was to 
listen to a speech by Mr. Van Dervoort. 

‘‘T am here,” he said, ** to make a middle- 
of-the road speech. In these days of political 
horse trading it is hard for People’s party 
men to know where they stand. I have al- 
ways believed fusion meant death to any 
party, and have been unalterably opposed 
to it. It would have been best to have romi- 
nated a straight. ticket at St. Louis, but the 
St. Louis convention is over and the people 
everywhere are familiar with it.” 

Then the Committee °on 'Permanent Or- 
ganization reported, recgmmending the tem- 
porary organization be made permanent, 
but the convention refused to be guided by 
this suggestion., A parliamentary tangle 
followed, for the straightening out of which 
“Bill” Hogan was called to the chatr. 
After an interesting hour devoted to mo- 
tions, points of order, and rulings covering 
everything imaginable in convention pro- 
cedure, Mr. Schulte was elected Permanent 
Chairman and Barnard Nolan Secretary. 


Report a Platform. 


Following this action the Cammittee on 
Platform reported the following: 

‘The People’s party of the State of Illl- 
nois, in convention assembled in Uhlich’s 
Hall in the City of Chicago. this 15th day of 
September, 1896, do hereby declare our al- 
legiance to the declaration of principles set 
forth in the national platform adopted at 
St. Louis on July 22, 1806, and the nominees 
of that convention. . 

‘* We desire further to emphasize as vital 
points the government ownership of rail- 
ways and the establishment of a system of 
government banking, and particularly di- 
rect legislation as an essential feature ofa 
government of the people. | : 

‘* We also favor local option in taxation. 

‘““We protest against violations of the 
eight-hour day and the child labor law, 
demand their strict enforcement. | 

“ We do most heartily indorse the wisdom 
of the National convention in the nomine- 
tion of Thomas E. Watson for Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States, and most em- 
phatically denounce any action which pre- 
vents the Fopulists of any State from the 
privilege of casting their ballots for him,” 


Take Up Nominations. 


Nominations were then taken up, and, 
after two Electors-at-large had been named 
—Allen of Boone County and Bearss of 
Bureau County—a motion was made and 
carried tO have each district elect its own 
Electors, the same to be confirmed by the 
State committee, but not, however, until J.

Congressional District and Leonidas Connell 
in the Third.

‘They are the six New 
England States, New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, and Maryland on the Atlantic coast; Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois, in 
the Central West; and Michigan, Wisconsin, and Iowa to\the north, 

The map shows them as a single, contiguous territory, Their area is only 487,965 square miles, or less than one-seventh that of the 
mas ed Nerceager is 3,602,990 square miles. | 
ut these seventeen States have a majority of the people of the country and a majority of the Electors. Their aggregate population i 
1890 was 33,996,164, while that of ali the rest of the States and Territories combined was only 28,626,086. They reopen the populous 
and prosperous part of the land. They own the greater part of its accumulated wealth. 

They have most of its factories, the greater share of its commerce, domestic and foreign, and immeasurably the larger share of its 
savings bank deposits, life insurance policies, and the like. : 

These seventeen States are pretty sure to vote this year for sound money. 

In 1892 eight of them went Democratic—viz.; Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, Delaware, Maryland, Indiana, I!Hnois, and Wis- 
consin. These cast 114 Electoral votes for an aggressively sound money Democratic candidate on an outspoken Democratic platform. 
All the rest went Republican on an equally strong sound money platform, All of them were for sound money. 

How will they vote this year? The nine that were Republican four years ago are so still, without doubt. Of the rest Illinois and Wis- 
consin are strongly Republican States that were carried for Democracy in 182 on an issue that is not prominent in this campaign.

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PASSENGERS ON LINER NEW YORK 
ARE THE VICTIMS. 


Two of the Company’s Men Caught 
with Plunder Taken from Trunks 
in State Rooms — Under-Steward 
Hyde and Fireman Moran in Cus- 
tody—They Are Thought to Be the 
Tools of a Gang of Ocean Sharpers 
—Moran Makes a Confession. 


New York, Sept. 15.—[Special.}—Passen- 
gers on the steamer New York, which ar- 
rived today, had an exciting trip. They dis- 
covered on athe third day out that an organ- 
ized attempt to loot their trunks in the bag- 
gage compartment had been nipped by the 
arrest of Under-Steward William Hyde and 
Fireman Patrick Moran, who made the rest 
of the voyage in irons. They discovered, 
too, though the American line officials 
naturally endeavored to withhold any in- 
formation about the matter, that the locks 
of a number of rooms had been forced anda 
hatchway unfastened. This started a rumor 
of a scheme by a gang of thieves to rob the 
passengers, and the arrest of Hyde and Mo- 
ran increased: the rumor. It was found a 
number of trunks had been rifled, and it was 
reported a gang of New York sharpers had 
got aboard and induced one of the bedroom 
stewards to join them. The amount of prop- 
erty stolen was carefully kept from the pas- 
sengers, and everybody was uneasy. Moran 
was caught coming out of the baggage-room, 
and got company in irons by giving Hyde 
away. He said Hyde suggested the rob- 
bing, and they cut a hole in the partition 
and got a lot of valuables together from 
yr Nata trunks, Moran being left in charge 
of it. 

“When Hyde left,’’ said Moran, “he 
promised to be right back with some food 
and water, for I was mighty hungry. Il 
waited there in the baggage-room a night 
and two days, but Hyde never came near 
me. I was almost starved to death and the 
thirst nearly drove me crazy. At lasi I 
peeped out and saw Hyde, happy as a por- 
poise. That was one too many for me, and I 
so out I popped, and they nabs me, and I 
told the whole thing.’’ 

Hyde denies his guilt, though First Officer 
Rodgers swore in an affidavit at the police 
Station here where the men were taken that 
Hyde had confessed. 

Among those whose trunks were rifled was 
J. Darling, one of the team of Australian 
cricketers. A diamond presented to him by 
the Prince of Wales was taken, buf was re- 
turned to him. The cricketers and other 
passengers believe there must have been 
an organized gang of thieves aboard. 

““I can’t believe,”’ said one of the cricket- 
ers, “‘that two such fellows as Hyde and 
Moran could have been capable of carrying 
out so audacious and difficult a scheme un- 
aided.” . 

The police think some who were aboard 
aS passengers were in the conspiracy and 
really its prime movers. The American line 
has been troybled with similar thievery for 
some months, and the officials are happy 
in the belief that they. have caught the of- 
fenders. . . 

Another exciting incident of the passage 
Was the suicide of Under-Steward Candy by 
jumping overboard.

OBSOLETE MITTIMUS FORMS IN USE. 


Judge Chetlain Talks of His Recent 
Habeas Corpus Decision Which 
Has Stirred Up the Lawyers. 


Judge Chetlain’s decision in the habeas 
corpus case of John Schustek, who was held 
on a charge of embezzling from the Pavel 
Mudson Assembly of the National Slavonic 
Society, has created something of a sensa- 
tion in Criminal Court circles, for it suggests 
that each prisoner now detained in the 
County Jail to await the action of the grand 
jury is probably being deprived of liberty 


upon a mittimus which is illegal and void. 


There are now 878 persons confined in the 
County Jail under this process, and in every 
instance the mittimus, which is the only 
authority the jailer has for holding the pris- 
oner, is the same as the one Judge Chetlain 
passed upon. They are printed forms in 
blank, which the Justice has only to fill 
out and sign when a person charged with a 
crime is brought before him and the evi- 
dence is sufficient to justify. holding over to 
the grand jury. 
that if one is illegal and void then all are, 
and it is only necessary to bring habeas 
corpus proceedings to obtain the release of 
all the prisoners in the County Jail except 
those who are under indictment or the few 
who are detained from Police Courts on con- 
tinuances and have not been able to furnish

Judge Chetlain explains his decision in a 
manner to make it appear that he has not 
yet taken the radical stand credited to him. 
He does not deny that he spoke of the mitti- 
mus in question as defective, but says that 
the prisoner, Schustek, was discharged be- 
cause the complaint was plainly illegal.

SCHOOL BOARD COMMITTEES UNAN- 
IMOUS FOR THE SYSTEM. 


Expectation That Its Adoption by the 
Body of the Trustees Will Be a Mere 
Formality at the Next Meeting— 
Committee Appointed to Confer 
with the City Commission as to 
Methods—Only Differences Said to 
Be on Plans. 


The adoption of a plan of civil service by 
the Board of Education is beyond a reeson- 
able doubt, according to several of the trus- 
tees, as the result of a joint meeting last 
night of the Committee on Rules and the 
Committee on Reform. The only thing that 
remains unsettled is whether the board shall 
adopt the plan of the city commission or 
devise a scheme of its own. Sentiment 
among the members of the board itself is so 
nearly unanimous that when the matter 
again comes up before the full board its 
passage, it is believed, will be hardly more 
than a formality. : 

The joint meeting of the two comm'ttces 
last night at the office of J. W. Errant wasa 
secret one, because, in the language of one 
of the members, they wanted as free an ex- 
pression of opinion on the matter as possible. 
The committees had not been in session more 
than ten minutes before it was seen that 
sentiment was all in one direction and that 
in favor of the plan. 

All the discussion there was arose over the 
method to be adopted. Some of the members 
favored the plan of the city commission and 
Beme the adoption by the board of a plan of 
its own. At no time did the discussion in- 
dicate any great difference of opinion among 
the members. 

The plan which all of the members favor is 
to require every employé of the Board of Ed- 
ucation, except the heads of departments 
and teachers and Superintendents, who are 
exempted by statute, to pass a civil service 
examination before obtaining a position. 
What examinations shall be required will 
probablv be determined in a few days. 

The first step which the committees de- 
cided to take last night was to confer with 
the city comrhission in regard to method. 
J. W. Errant, H. H. Gross, P. F. Pettfbone, 
and D. R. Cameron were appointed to ‘meet 
the city commission, and a large part of 
the new scheme will be decided on by them, 
The committee will meet the commission 
probably within two days. 

The first step towards applying. civil 
service to the employés of the Board of Edu- 
cation was taken some time ago, when @ 
resolution to that effect was introduced at 
a meeting of the full board. The resolution 
went over the summer vacation, but it 
came up again at the meeting last week. It 
was first left to the Committee on Rules and 
afterwards to the Committee on Rules and 
the Committee on Reform. 3 

J. W. Errant, Chairman of the committee 
which was appointed last night to confer 
with the City Civil Service Commission, said: 

‘The sentiment of the meeting was unanti- 
mously in favor of the adoption of the sys- 
tem, and all the discussion was over the plan 
to be adopted. We are not sure that a plan 
of our own wouid not be better than the plan 
in usé by the city commission.” 


FOR 4 BIG REAL ESTATE ACCOUNTING. 


Carrie Cuthbert Sues Warren F. Le- 
land, Isabella C. Leland, and A. J. 
Cooper Over an Old Deal, 


Warren F. Leland, Isabella C. Leland, and 
Andrew J. Cooper are made defendants ina 
bill filed in the Circuit Court yesterday by 
Carrie Cuthbert in which she wants an ac- 
counting in regard to a real estate deal made 
some years ago. 

Prior to April 1, 1892, the complainant 
avers that she was the owner of property at 
Drexel boulevard and Fifty-first street and 
in Prairie avenue between Thirty-sixth 
and Thirty-seventh streets. Isabella C. 
Leland was the owner of the Leland Hotel 
property, Jackson street and Michigan ave- 
nue, which was incumbered for $150,000. In 
February, 1892, the bill set up, the defend- 


ants induced the complainant to enter into 


a plan to exchange her Drexel boulevard and 
Prairie avenue properties for an interest in 
the hotel property, which they represented 
to be worth $1,000,000 and more, though, the 
bill says, 1t was really worth only $750,000, 

Cooper, the bill alleges, agreed that if she 
would enter into this plan he would convey 
to her 209 feet of land at Grand boulevard 
and Fifty-first street, which he asserted was 
worth $300,000, but which, in reality, he did 
not own, having only a 99-year lease which 
had then expired. The bill says Cooper’s 
deed was not to be recorded, Leases show- 
ing fictitious rentals, the complainant avers, 
were exhibited to her as inducements. 

The general outline of the plan referred to 
was this: A clear title in fee simple to the 
hotel property was to be conveyed to Cooper, 
who was thereupon to execute to the Boston 
Ground Lease company a warranty deed of 
the same property for a consideration of 
$625,000. The Boston Ground Lease com- 
pany was to execute to the Grand View 
Hotel company, to be.formed under the Illi- 
nois statutes, a lease of the Leland Hotel 
property for ninety-nine years at an annual 
rental of $37,500. The sum of $625,000 was to 
be used partly in paying off the incum- 
brances on the hotel property and clearing 
up the title. Cooper was to have three- 
fourths of the shares of the stock of the 
Grand View Hotel company, and the com- 
plainant one-fourth. 7 
, Fhe complainant says the agreement was 
partly carried out on April 1, 1892, the deeds 
béing handed over (Cooper’s being returned 
to’ his possession, where it still remains), the 
hotel property cleared, the transfer made to 
the Boston Ground Lease company, and the 
lease executed to the Grand View Hotel com- 
pany. T&e complainant says she borrowed 

25,000 and turned it over to Isabella C. Le- 

land to carry out the transaction. 
. The court is further told that Cooper went 
to New York where he deposited all the 
Grand View Hotel company stock with the 
State Trust company as security for $100,000, 
the complainant consenting on the repre- 
sentation that $50,000 of the loan would be 
used in repairing the Leland Hotel. This 
representation, the bill sets up, was not com- 
plied with. but the complainant believes the 
Lelands got the money. 

The complainant says she had to advance 
$15,000 later to save the property; that the 
State Trust company holds the hypothecated 
stock for over $200,000, About all it is worth; 
that she is ready to assign her equity therein 
to Isabella C. Leland on the repayment of the 
complainant’s advances and the reconvey- 
ance of her property; that she is entitled to 
a lien on Mrs. Leland’s property in Walker 
& Stinson’s subdivision, and to a personal 
decree against Mrs. Leland for the amount 
of rents collected and incumbrances on the 
former Cuthbert property.

To get 
the facts and answer your letter intelligent- 
ly, I have undertaken to have the G. A. R. 
posts of Canton polled. There are two posts. 
Canton Post No. 25 has a membership of 
about 400. Of these we have been abie to 
poll 350 on their political preference this year. 
The poll was made by ex-Post Commander 
Charles Kimbell, which showd 321 Republi- 
cans and 30 Democrats and Populists. This 
is McKinley’s own post, and therefore the 
Fort Wayne Post was 
nouncing Maj. McKinley’s own post 38 tu 4 
for Bryan. Instead it ts 10 to 1 for McKinley. 

“ The other G. A. R. post is the George D. 
Harter Post No. 555. A complete poll of this 
post, made by Comrade Schaffer, a member 
in good standing and a former Democrat, 
shows 65 Republicans to 20 Democrats. Out- 
side of’ these posts there is the Veteran 
Legion. This is the organization which has 
been reported over the country as being 
against McKinley. Its entire membership 
is forty-two, about one-twelfth. that of the 
regular G. A. R. posts. A poll of this organi- 
zation shows 18 Republicans and 24 Demo- 
crats. 

‘* We find besides the above there are about 
100 old soldiers in Canton not affiliated with 
any G. A. R. posts or veterans’ organization. 
Of these I have the names of ninety-one, who 
are Republicans, or are Democrats who have 
declared for’ McKinley. Recapitulating, I 
therefore find the factsto be: — 

‘We have polled 578 old. soldiers. -Of 
these 83 are Democrats or Populists, and 495 
are Republicans. This you will notice is 
quite different from 38 to 4in favor of Bryan, 
as stated in the article about which you 
write. ' 

‘‘It will be of additional interest to say in 
reply to your inquiry, that upwards of twen- 


ty-five Democrats, who have not yet publicly 


declared themselves, have said to their 
friends that they would vote for Comrade 
McKinley. Maj. McKinley’s old comrades, 
regardless of party, will also probably be 
glad to know that the only Presidential nomi- 
nee who carried a musket will be given a re- 
ception today by his old soldier comrades, 
who will call on him at his home.

I did not 
want to reply to an old comrade without as- 
certaining the exact situation as nearly as 
it was possible to secure the information.

GRADY’S PROPHECY COMING TRUE. 

From the South comes the news that, in 
epite of the campaign dullness, scores of 
cotton mills newly erected in the Southern 
States are rapidly setting their looms and 
spindles in motion under a reviving demand, 
while the ‘cotton growers have market quo- 
tations ranging around S814 cents to console 
them for the moderate size of their crop. 
This is the beginning of what, with Popo- 
cratic permission, may be regarded as des- 
tined to be a long era of Southern industrial 
prosperity.

‘Henry W. Grady a few years before his

The 
folded bands were incased in white gloves 
that came from New York, and around the 
poor neck that had worn all its living days 
the bondage of lost opportunity was twisted 
a cheap cravat from Philadelphia. He was 
lowered to rest on coffin bands from Lowell, 
while the fair country around, so rich in un- 
developed resources, furnished nothing for 
the funeral but the poor man’s body and 
the grave in which it awaited the judgment 
trump.

No one has ever been able to name.a single com- 
modity that has notably declined in price within 
the last thirty years, and satisfactorily proved, or 
even’ attempted to prove, that such decline was 
due to the appreciation of gold. “And the reason 
for such default is that it cannot be done. 

On the other hand, not a single commodity that 
has notably declined in price within this time can 
be named, in respect to which clear, abundant, 
and specific evidence cannot be adduced in proof 
that this decline has been due to decreased cost 
of production or distribution, or to changes in sup- 
ply and demand occasioned by wholly fortuitous 
circumstances. 

Nobody, furthermore, has ever risen to explain 
the motive which has Impelled the honest sellers 
of merchandise all over the world during the last 
twenty-five years to take lower prices for their 


, goods, in the face of an unexampled abundance of 
‘capital and remarkably low rates of interest, ex- 
“cept for one or both-of two reasons: Excess of 


supply, or diminished demand. 

Has any one ever attempted to explain how it 
happened that during the recent period of the fall 
of prices the world’s stock of money, and especial- 
‘ly of silver, has been constantly increasing? 

What has been the true cause? All who have 
thoroughly and without prejudice studied the sub- 
ject are agreed that it is to be found in the follow- 
ing facts: That man within the last thirty or forty 
years has attained such a great control over the 
forces of nature, and has so compassed their use, 
that he has been able to do far more work ina 
given time and produce far more product, meas- 
ured by quantity in ratio to a given amount of 
labor, than ever before. 

How great has been the average increase or sav- 
ing in the world’s work of production or. distribu- 
tion ‘cannot perhaps be accurately stated. But 
few investigators place it at less than 40 per cent, 
and in some great branches of industry it has cer- 
tainly amounted to 70 or 8U per cent. Taking a 
majority of otherthan hand-made commodities into 
consideration, the saving of labor within the last 
thirty years has probably been equal to at least 
40 per cent in producing any given article. 

We have here, therefore, a natural, sufficient, 
and non-disputable cause of the remarkable de- 
cline in prices under consideration, and also for the 
continuance of such decline; for prices are still 
falling, and the only assignable and probable 
reason why the decline experienced has not been 
greater is that decreased cost has occasioned in- 
creased demand and consumption, which to a 
considerable extent has antagonized the natural 
tendency to decline. ° 


If gold has gone up, says Mr. Wells, of 
course the price of work—wages—must 
have gone down, but wages have not fallen. 
Upon the other hand, they have advanced 
largely—at least 50 per cent since the

A FOLLY TO BE AVOIDED. 
It is apparent the average American citi- 
zen needs to be warned against certain 
follies that are extremely tempting in this 
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petiod of every fouryears. The record made 
by two citizens much below the average 
shows to what depths of absurdity a mis- 
taken idea of partisanship may carry other- 
wise well-meaning people. These two men 
have registered a vow before a notary pub- 
lic that if McKinley is elected the Bryan 
advocate will depart from the country and 
never return, while if Bryan is elected the 
other will similarly expatriate himself. 

The basis of this form of wager, in which 
neither has anything to gain unless the 
absence of his cpponent be considered a re- 
ward, is extreme confidence by each in the 
ability of his candidate to carry the elec- 
tion.

He, 
whoisin a position to know, declares that, in 
consequence of the depreciation of silver, 
the cost of living has been increased con- 
siderably, but wages have increased very 
little except in the larger cities. 

From the workingman’s point of view, 
therefore, the silver standard, as exemplified 
in Mexico, is a most undesirable standard. 
It raises the prices of the things he con- 
sumes, while his wages remain nearly sta- | 
tionary. In the United States, with the gold 
standard, prices have fallen, while wages, 
paid in gold value money, have increased.

GRACELAND'S NEW ENTRANCE BEGUN.

The ambulance has every known appliance 
to insure comfort and safety in removing 
patients afflicted with contagious diseases. 
The wheels have pneumatic tires and the 
body of the ambulance is supplied with the 
finest quality of springs. 

The covered space is well ventilated: On 
the floor, in a basket casing, is the resting 
place for the patient, consisting of a hair 
mattress four inches thick covered with 
leather. A leather pillow and a roll of blan- 
kents are at the head of the couch. 

The money with which the ambulance was 
purchased was furnished by the Columbian 
Ambulance Association.

BERT HARDING ENTERS THE RACE, 


Will Compete in Twenty-four-Hour 
Event at Coliseum, 

The twenty-four hour race at the Coliseum, 
which begins next Thursday night at 9 
o’clock, continues to be the, chief topic of 
conversation among whéelmen. Entries for 
the big race come in slowly, but it is thoyght 
twenty will have been received before Sat- 
urday morning, the date of closing. Among 
the latest entries sent in is that of Bert 
Harding of St. Louis, who holds the De Soto 
course record and the 100 mile American 
track record. His entry was received yes- 
terday, and he is expected to reach Chicago 
during the early part of next week. Hard- 
ing is the only St. Louis rider entered. The 
race will attract additional interest from 
the fact that it will be an intercity contest, 
the entries being received from widely scat- 
tered places.

San Francisco, Cal,, Sept. 15.—The position 
taken, by the National Athletic club in the 
matter of the Corbett-Sharkey contest oc- 
casioned little surprise among the sporting 
men here, as that organization lost its 
prestige by its failure to bring off the Maher- 
Choynski battle.

J. J. Groom says that under no circum- | 


stances will the organization now offer more 
than $10,000 for the Corbett-Sharkey con- 
test, and admits that he would not bea bit 
sorry if the fight should be pulled off under 
the auspices of some other club. Gibbs says 
the fight is not worth as much as it wasa 
week ago, or before Corbett signed to fight 
lF'itzsimmons, but that the club made a bona 
fide offer of $20,000, and is willing to stand 
by it.

SOUTH SIDE ELEVATED TO GO TO 


THE HIGHEST BIDDER.  - 


Bondholders Are Expected to Bid It 
In—Upset Price of $4,000,000 Fixed 
by the Court—Stockholaers Are to 
Be Wiped Out, but They May Be 
Cared For Later—Diamond Match 
Stock Sale Is Postponed—Brewers’ 
Agreement Is Strengthened. 


Unless an injunction is secured to prevent, 
the property of the Chicago and South Side 
Rapid Transit railroad company, known as 
the Alley “‘ L,’’ will be sold at public auction 
this morning. The sale will be held at the 
east door of the Court-House at 10 o’clock, 
and Perry A. Hull, the Master in Chancery, 
will knock it down to the highest bidder. 
It is supposed there will be but one bid made 
for the property. The bondholders, repre- 
sented by their committees, will bid in the 
property. There will be no one else to make 
a bid, for the reason that the bid would re- 
quire to be in excess of the face value, wjyth 
accrued interest of the two classes of bohds 
standing against the property. It would re- 
quire $11,400,707 in money to secure the road 
over the bid of the bondholders. It is not 
anticipated there will be any attempt to 
bring about a postponement of the sale, and 
before night-all the property of the com- 
pany, including the elevated road from Con- 
gress strect between State and Wabash to 
Sixty-third street and Stony Island avenue, 
with stations, rolling stock, and equipment, 
and also some real estate not used by the 
company, will have passed from the hands 
of the stockholders into the possession of 
the two classes of bondholders. 

Under the decree of the court the upset 
price is $4,000,000.’ Any one desiring to bid 
for the property must make a deposit of 
$200,000 in money, or in bonds of either class 
to the face value of $500,000. The lowest 
bid which can be accepted by the master is 
$4,000,000, and before the sale is effective it 
must be confirmed by the Circuit Court of 
Cook County. The present plan is to have 
the road bid in jointly by two men who shall 
represent the two classes of bonds. These 
men will hold the title of the property in 
their names when the sale shall have been 
confirmed until such time as the new com- 
pany which is to be formed fs incorporated, 
when the property will be turned over to it, 

Stoek Will Be Wiped Out: 

The sale will entirely wipe out the equity of 
stockholders in the corporation, and unless 
the new corporation makes a proposition to 
the stockholders in the old company the 


. Stock in the Alley “ L’’ will not be worth the 


paper upon which it is printed. It is said 
to be the intention of bondholders to make 
& proposition to the stockholders under 
which they will be allowed to-have an equity 
in the new company for their present stock- 


holding. if this is done it will be in the way | 


of an assessment of $25 on each share of a 
par value of $100 for which preferred stock 
will be issued. The money to be dérived 
from this assessment, if such a plan is car- 
ried into effect, will be used for building ex- 
tensions to the present lines and for equip- 
ping the road with electricity. If this planis 
not offered the stockholders or, if being of- 
fered, it is not accepted, the new company 
to be formed will probably issue stock to 
bondholders for their present holdings and 
mortgage the road for some $3,000,000 with 
which to build the extensions and make the 
improvements contemplated. 

The suit of foreclosure under which the 
Sale will take place today was filed in 
‘October, 1595, at the end of a six months’ de- 
fault of interest on the part of the company 
on the first mortgage bonds. Interest on the 
Second mortgage bonds was three months 
overdue, and the Alley “L” company ac- 
knowledged a default and allowed the hold- 
ers of the second mortgages to become a 
party to the suit. There are two issues of 
bonds outstanding. The first, known as 
first section bonds, amounting to $7,500,000. 
These bonds are secured by a mortgage cov- 
ering the part of the road extending from 
Congress street to Sixty-third street. There 
is a second mortgage which is a first lien 
upon the Sixty-third street extension and a 
second lien upon the main portion of the 
road. This makes the bonded indebtedness 
of the company $10,500,000.

Sale of Match Stock Postponed. 


The sale of the 700 shares of Diamond 
Match stock which was advertised to be held 
yesterday at the rooms of the Chicago Real 
Kistate Board was postponed for one week. 
Estabrook & Davis,.the attorneys for Henry 
Clews & Co. of New York, for whose ac- 
count the stock was to be sold, received a 
telegram from their clients yesterday in- 
structing them to make the postponement, 
which was accordingly done. The adver- 
tisement of this stock for sale was iooked 
upon at the time as being more or lessinthe 
nature of a bluff to force a settlement. If 
such Was the case it failed of its purpose, for 
the reason that’'the stock was sold to a 
brokerage firm and for the account of anoth- 
er brokerage tirm, neither of which is able to 
make good its contracts. It is thought 
the matter will be settled in some manner 
before the week is efided and the sale will 
be declared off. 

Attorney-General Moloney will begin the 
taking of testimony next Monday in the 
suit he has filed against the Fidelity Trust 
company of Philadelphia to prevent it from 
paying dividends upon the stock of the Chi- 
cago gas trust. This is the old suit which 
the Attorney-General began more than a 
year ago, and is a part of his proceedings to 
declare the charter of the gas companies 
ille~al under the anti-trust laws. Master in 
Chancery Horatio Waite was appointed to 
take testimony and several dates were set 
for the examinaticn of witnesses. Each 
time there was a postponement on the rep- 
resentations of the attorney for the gas 
trust, and just before the summer vacation 
the Attorney-General went before Judge 
Gibbons and asked,that a certain date be set 
for the hearing of this testimony. Last Mon- 
day was the day set, but there was a post- 
ponement of one week owing to the absence 
of the Attorney-General. 

Brewers’ Agreement Is Strengthened. 

Ernst Bros.’ Independent Brewery, it is 
now announced, has become a party to the 
brewers’ agreement, which limits the output 
and fixes the price of beer in Chicago. It 
was réported yesterday this company had been 
swallowed by the Milwaukee and Chicago brewer- 
jes, but this is denied. This is said to be the only 
brewery of any consequence in Chicago not already 
in the brewers’ argeement. 

The. monthly meeting of the Governing commit- 
tee of the Chicago Stock Exchange will be held 
this afternoon and the question of reopening the 
exchange will come up. It Was said yesterday 
there were only four members of the committee who 
expressed themselves in favor of opening during 
the present month. The opening of the exchange 
will go over into October in the opinion of a ma- 
jority of the members. The special commitjee 
appointed by the Governing committee to examine 
into the Moore deals in Diamond Match and New 
York Biscuit will ask to be discharged. 

The. Postal Telegraph company has this.week 
taken over the telegraph lines of the Chesapeake 
and Ohio Southwestern system, heretofore oper- 
ated by the Western Union. The system covers 
400 miles of railway, 1,500 miles of wires, and 50 
offices. This is an addition to the Postal com- 
pany’s facilities of considerable importance, and 
takes from the Western Union a section of coun- 
try which linked it to important centers. It is 
considered a rather hard blow to Western Union, 
following so closely the taking over by the Postal 
of the wires of the Yazoo and Mississippi River 
road. The Illinois Central, however, which con- 
trola these two sytems is still under the manage- 
ment of the Western Union.

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FARMERS ARE GATHERING GOOD CROPS 


Weekly Reports Show Generally Fa- 
vorable Conditions—Corn Is Nearly 
All Cut—Fall Plowing in Progress. 


The last week tn Illinois was one of frequent 
good showers over the northern and western coun- 
ties, but of very light rain or dryness over the 
southern half of the State. The temperature 
averaged about normal and was generally favor- 
able. In the northern section and the west coun- 
ties of the central section farm work made good 
progress, but elsewhere the dryness retarded plow- 
ing and seding. Corn-cutting has been pushed 
rapidly and most of the cutting has been done. 
The work will generally be finished this week. 
The grain is drying quickly and much of the crop 
will be safe to husk and crib within two weeks. 
Plowing and seeding in the dryer portions of the 
State has been much delayed or entirely stopped, 
and rain is much needed, especially in southern 
ecunties, where stock water is scarce and wells, 
streams, and ponds are very low. In these coun- 
ties pastures are brown and bare, but are good 
in the northern section. Larly sown rye is up and 
looking fine. 

Reports from other States are as follows: 

Wisconsin—The rains of the last week have 
been well distributed and beneficial. Corn is 
nearly all out of danger from frost and abaeut 
three-fourths of the crop is in the shock. Buck- 
wheat is maturing rapidly, and some has been cut, 
but the crop Is only fair. 

Minnesota—Thrashing in progress, though de- 
layed by local rains. Corn generally safe and 
much cut already. Plowing is going on, but most 
of the ground is very dry. 

North Dakota—Thrashing progressing fairly 
well. Wheat generally fair yleld; some late-sown 
wheat not yet ripe. Corn promises a good crop. 
Heavy frosts injured corn and killed vines and 
garden crops. Oats light crop, owing to rust. 

South Dakota—Heavy frost in localities Briday 
morning, but no material damage. Showers scat- 
tered and mostly light. Most corn matured, and 
the latest generallf safe from injury by frosts. 

Nebraska—All but the latest pieces of corn 
matured, with shucking commenced with a large 
yield. Rains have placed the ground in excellent 
condition for oe and seeding. Some fielda 
of fall-sown wheat up in good shape. No damag- 
ing frosts. 

fF ansas—Abundant rains except in squthwestern 
and extreme southern counties have greatly bene- 
fited fail plowing. Pastures, forage, and very 
late corn crops were also benefited. Marly-sown 
wheat coming up in the south, with a fine stand. 

Missouri—Late corn in northern counties still 
retarded by cool, showery weather; elsewhere 
nearly the entire crop is safe fron: frost, and in 
southern section cutting is nearing completion. 
Picwing and seeding progressing. but in central 
and southern soll is generally very dry. Cotton- 
picking eases rapidly. 

lowa—More than half the week was cool, cloudy, 
and wet, giving but two days of ripening weather 
for corn. Cutting and shocking in progress in all 
sections, but late corn needs} fu ly ten days warm, 
dry weather. Plowing and seeding in progress, 
with excellent conditions of soil. 

Rentucky—Corn-cutting completed. Late corn 
needs rain. All tobacco housed and curing nicely. 
Pastures burning up. No plowing can be done 
until rain comes. Irish potatoes, cabbages, and 
turnips are very poor crops. Late peaches good. 

Indiana—Buckwheat filling out well and safe 
from frost. Corn most all cut; plowing: done; 
secding delayed by dry weather; wheat and rye 
coming up nicely. 

Ohio—Corn ripened rapidly and is generally out 
of danger of frost; much of it is in shock. Crop 
is very fine and fully equal to previous estimates. 
Tobacco nearly all secured, in good condition. Fall 
plowing well advanced, with some grain sown, 
All fruit abundant and winter apples about ready 
for picking. 

Michigan—Corn-cutting and fall seeding have 
progressed rapidly. an harvest nearly com- 

leted. Buckwheat maturing nicely, and some has 

ncut. Late potatoes a eh vieid.

(INTER-STATE COMMISSION AGAIN TO 
OPEN ITS INQUISITION. 


It Will Put Railroad Managers and 
Warehousemen on the Rack Tomor- 
row in the Monadnock Building 
and Will Likely Have as Lively a 
Time as It Did Some Weeks Ago— 
Sensational Disclosures, It Is Said, 
May Be Expected.

Railroad officials will once more be put 
on the rack tomorrow morning by the Inter- 
State Commérce Commission. The Commis- 
sioners are expected to arrive here today,

by the Inter-State Commissioners, and they 
have also obtained many fresh pointers and 
information from the documents, papers, 
and records submitted to them by the rail 
roads since the last investigation that rill.

elevator men questions that will prove a sur- 
prise to them. Sensational developments, it 
is expected, will be made this time, equal to 
those caused by President Stickney’s evi- 
dence at the last hearing. 

While the Commissioners will endeavor to 
gdin additional information as regards the 
methods employed in taking freight from 
Missouri River points at proportional rates 
and the manipulation of rates by the use of 
the so-called expense bills, special atten-’ 
tion will be paid to the alleged discrimina- 
tion in favor of certain elevators which are 
the property of the railroads. 

President Stickney strongly intimated at 
the last hearing that the Rock Island had 
been giving special inducements to Counsel- 
man & Co., who manage its elevators under 
lease, and similar allegations have been 
made as regards deals of the, Burlington 
with Armour & Co. The commission pro- 
poses to find out all there is in these re- 
ports. 

Several new cases of considerable im- 
portance will be given consideration. One of 
the most important is that of Paine Bros. & 
Co. of Milwaukee against the Lehigh Valley 
railroad et al., who charge the latter with 
making unreasonable rates on wheat, corn, 
rye, and barley in cargo lots from Buffalo

RATES ON CANNED GOODS REDUCED: 


Missouri Pacific Forces Chicago Roads 
to Meet Its Competition. 

Considerable excitement was caused in 
Western railroad circlés by the discovery 
yesterday that the Missouri Pacific had filed 
new tariffs, making a reduction of 5 cents a 
100 pounds in the rates on canned goods 
‘from St. Louis to Missouri River points and’ 
the territory beyond. 

This is one of the most important articles 
of west-bound freight, and a reduction of 5 
cents means a considerable loss of revenue 
to the roads. 

As the Missouri River trade draws much 
of the canned goods used in that territory 
from Chicago, the Chicago roads could not 
afford to let the business be diverted, and in 
consequence they at once filed notice that 


they would meet the Missouri Pacific’s rate, 
which is 5 cents below fifth class, 


NORFOLK AND WESTERN ROAD SOLD 


Bought In by the Bondholders for 
Three Million Dollars. 
Norfolk, Va., Sept. 15.—Special Masters 
Charles Sharp and George E. Bowden sold 
at public auction today the main line of the 
Norfolk and Western road from Norfolk to 
Bristol for $3,000,000. The purchasers were 
George Coppell, J. Kennedy Todd, Victor 
Morowetz, and W. E. Glynn, representing 
the Reorganization committee of the bond- 
holders. There was only one bid. The 
Clinch Valley division will be sold tomorrow 
morning at Roanoke, and the Columbus 


division sale wiil take place in the after- 
noon at Lynchburg.

Healso 
owns the mines at Marceline, Mo., and To- 
luca, Ill, from which the Santa Fé gets a 
large part of its fuel. This sale closed out 
the last of the Santa Fé’s coal properties.

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MEXICAN MONEY SYSTEM. 


FIGURES THAT SHOW THE FALLACY 
OF THE CLAIMS OF PROSPERITY. 


> 


With Free Coinage Gold Is Driven Oat 
of Circulation and Debased Silver 
Substituted—Money Per Capita of 
Mexice Is Only $6, or One-Quarter 

of Ours—Mexico, Having Almost No 
Gold, Has to Export Its Silver, 
Leaving Little for Home Use. 


City of Mexico, Sept. 6.—A high Commis- 
sioner from the National Silver party of the 


United States is cutting a wide swarth here, 


and has had himself interviewed twice. 
He ts here to report to the Chairmen ef the 
National-eommittee what. he-discovers to 
the advantage of free silver coinage. He de- 


clares he has found abundant evidence with 


which to refute the calumnies of the paid 
speakers of the North. He has discovered 
for instance that Mexico, instead of having 
a miserable currency of $6 per capita, has in 
the last ten years coined $260,000,000 of sil- 
ver, and he finds the country teeming with 
prosperity, the farmers happy, 
coffee, tobacco, and banana growers in @ 
@elirium of joy. The impressionable silver- 
ite no doubt-gathers his information from 
the two subsidized newspapers here, and 
the land improvement companies that are 
catching American stray dollars by the 
.statement that cotton grows 700 pounds to 
the acre, and coffee three pounds to every 


_ Stalk. The American wrecks strewn about. 


here trying to get money enough to reach 
‘ what they call God’s country is in itself 
a sufficient answer, but direct evidence, of 
poverty and debasement Nes in heaps here 
for any one who is seeking it. 

The Popocrats should not trifle with facts. 
Mint figures, custom-house records, and ‘the 
statistics of money coined for circulation 
among the people are easily obtainable 
here®as well as the output of the crops. 
They appeal eloquently to every American 
citizen who has the welfare of the Nation 
and its people at heart. ‘There is no gold in 
circulation in the republic. Here, as in 
all countries where there is free and un- 
limited coinage of silver, the unerring laws 
of commerce have driven the dearer metal 
out of circulation. The bullion value is the 
actual. value, and so the two metals will 
not circulate side by side. it is necessary 
for the voters of the United States to havea 
clear idea of Mexico’s financial resources, 
her poverty as a producing nation, and the 
inability of her people to purchase the neces- 
saries of life. More than three-fourths of 
- her mines are owned by Americans, English- 


men, and Frenchmen, whose only interest 


in the country is to hire cheap labor to dig 
wealth from the soil. The country has no 
manufactures worthy of the name, no money 
to create them, and no people prosperous 
enough to sustain them if created. This 
article, carefully prepared from official data, 
will show the resources of the nation and 
turnish convincing proof that the country 
is not prospering under free silver coinage, 
that money is scarce, and trade depressed.

In taking these ¢igures in mind it must be 
remembered that the Mexican Government 
rates silver at par, and that the aetual value 
of the meta! in the markets of the world 
does not appear in the above table. In 1886 
nineteen ounces of silver would purchasean 
ounce of gold, while today the ratio is about 
32 to 1, so that the actual bullion value of 
Mexico’s output of silver last year is much 
nearer $28,006,000 than the official figures—

The actual exports of ore, bullion, and 
coin from 1885-’86 to 1895-’96 from Mexico 
to other countries was of silver $341,200,000, 
Mexican value, and gold $11,470,000. This 
was more than two and one-half times)the 
value of all other exports, for which latter 
money was returned.to the country, and is 
proof that the natural wealth of the nation 
leaves the country year by year for profita- 
ble investment elsewhere. The foreign own- 
ers of the mines take their money out and 
keep it out, as there is no safe demand for its 
investment here in the marts of trade.. 


Per Capita Circulation. | 


The little gold, amounting to $6,000,000, 
that the government had, has disappet&red, 
and the actual money of the people today, 
as shown by the Treasury statistics, held in 
banks or in actual circulation, is $65,000;000 
silver and $35,000,000 paper money. Of the 
$65,000,000 silver $15,000,000 is held in reserve 
for the redemption of the $35,000,000 paper, 
so that the total money on which a nation of 
pe pw pro people is doing business amounts 

,000,000, or 6 per capita. This simple 
slakahealt of official figures ought to put an 
end to the rubbish printed about the pros- 
_ perity of Mexico. All the money im circu- 
lation would not pay the pensions of the 
veterans of the late civil war for one year. 
But the statement is made that much of the 
silver coined for owners of bullion circulates 
in the mining territory or is invested in eof- 

ee or other plantations, Herewith is the to-

lary coinage and recoinage, together with the 
export of coin, as shown through the custom 
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Exported to China. 

Nearly all this coined silver goes to China, 
where it circulates side by side with the 
Chinese tael. There is now nearly $400,000 
of coined Mexican silver shipped to. San 
Francisco every week for exportation to 
China. There it has its value in grains, of 
silver and nothing more. Mych of his 
coined Mexican silver is purchased by the 
Chinese. merchants of San Francisco, who 
send -it. abroad in pay ment for importations. 
It also circulates in Japan, but at a slight 
premium over the Japanese yen, which 
has" not so many grains of silver. The 
amount of gold coined in Mexico since 1885, 
and up to June of this year was $3,244,000, 
or about one-fifth the production of the 
precious metal from the mines. Of this 
amount $2,100,000 was exported, some of it 
to Russia, which nation, by the way, has 
nearly 6,000,000 pieces of United States 
coined gold, nearly all-half eagles, in its 
treasury. The report of our Consul at St. 
Petersburg shows that the government has 
been steadily purchasing gold In the markets 
anti that it is now changing to 
a gold basis, with nearly $80v, 000,000 of yel- 
low coin to begin with and meet the with- 
drawals of its silver and paper based upon 
silver value. 

However, to come back to Mexico, the 
statistits printed show clearly not only the 
per eapita circulation in Mexico, but the ad- 
ditional fact that the mined metal, coined 
and uncoined, leaves the country; that it 
is~ not tnwested in manufactures or agri- 
cultural enterprises, and that this constant 
drain upon the resources of the nation tiles 
the hands of industry and commerce. 

There is another thing to be said for Mex- 
ico+its debased money and the consequent 
restraint of trade. The State bank currency 
is included in the $35,000,000 paper, against 
whica there is held only $15,000,000 silver. 
People tn one State distrust the money of 
another State. I found that Chihuahua 
money was not good in Zacatecas, and the 
conductor of the Mexican Central train 
would not take a Durango note. 


How Mexico Loses, 


The {ntelligent Mexican laughs when he 
reads of the alleged prosperity of the coun- 
try under free coinage of silver. Here are 
some interesting facts for the people who 
have. sound money. When Mexico, after 
Maximilian had shuffled himself out of the 
world, refunded its public debt silver was at 
par with gold. The national debt was placed 
in the shape of gold-bearing interest bonds. 
It takes nearly $2 now to pay the interest 
formerly covered by $1. To meet an annua! 
sinking fund on the national debt of $4,600,- 
000, and with the interest on the principal 
nearly 9,000,000 silver dollars are taken from 
the people, and this is keenly felt in a coun- 
try where the rate of wages is the lowest 
and the money paid to labor the cheapest in 
North America. This is one reason why 
men who take money from the mines do not 
want to Invest it in a country where enter- 


existence. But it is not only in paying in- 
terest on its public debt that the southern 
republic suffers by reason of its debased 
currency. Its schools, its public works, its 
delayed but vitally necessary system of 
irrigation, its sanitary development, indeed, 
its national life, all feel the blighting effects 
of the deprec lated currency, and the mood 
is plain to the dullest thinker, 


Depréciation All Around. 


Fifteen yeats ago Mexico raised by taxa- 
tion $38,000,060, by State taxes, national ions 
ternal fevenue taxes, and the Federal tariff. 
Silver was then depreciating, but was worth 
95 cents on the dollar, and Mexico had actu- 
ally $36,000;Q00 of sound money, raised by 
taxation, to do business with. Where she 
purchased imports the exchange against her 
was only 5 percent. Ten years ago Mexico 
raised $40,000,000 by taxation. The value of 
her dollar had fallen to 81 cents and the ac t- 


had dépreciated 14 per cent in five years. 
The prices of all imported articles were then 
beginning to rise beyond the- purchasing 
power of the money. For the year ending 
June, 1896, Mexico raised from internal 
taxation $22,000,000 and from taxes on im- 
ports $18,000,000, or a total of $40,000,000, 
equal in gold to $21,200,000. It will be seen 
that the republic in 1880 had $36,000,000, gold 
value, for national purposes from taxation. 
and that for the fiscal year 1895-"96 it had 
but $21,200,000. While it took less than 
$4,600,000 of the taxes of the nation to 
pay the gold interest-bearing debt in 1880 it 
takes nearly $9,000,000 silver now, or one-fifth 
the amount raised by taxation: The interest 
is 4 percent. Then the republic has $70,000,- 
000 of bonds payable in silver at 5 per cent 
interest. To meet her expenses there is to 
be another bondissue. It is their ever-grow- 
ing poverty that keeps the government from 
making necessary modern improvements 
and prevents the cities from having proper 
water, sewer, and gas systems. 

The chief railroad of the country paid the 
interest on its bonded debt fifteen years ago 
in $550,000 of silver. Now it takes in excess 
of $1,000,000 to pay the same interest, owing 
to the depreciation of the white metal. This 
means high freight rates and increased cost 
to consumers of everything transported by 
rail. The cutting in two of all values com- 
pels the railroads to charge an average 
rate of five cents a mile for passenger traf- 
fic. - The continued depreciation in . silver 


gold rate of interest for the building of new 
railroad lines or the extension of old lines, 
and so this money blight that covers the en- 
tire republic prevents the opening up of 
land, the extension of commerce, and the 
profitable employment of the people.—John
